W hen Troop L of the famous 
rough riders was organized at Mus­ 
kogee, a little over a year ago, it 
was with Dean Seabright as one 
of the number. 
Seabright was a

brave regiment and won glory for 
him and themselves at the battle of 
Las Quasimas and at the charge up

but ow ing to a misunder­
